The revolutionis's have been joined
by the navy. The Government House
and the barracks were bombarded tos
day by the artillery of the insurgents.
The opposing forces have arraoged =&
twenty-four bour troce.

The trinmph of the revolutionists ap~
pears to be assured.

A manifesto has been issued by the
leaders of the revolotion. Ino it they
declare thal the people united with the
First artillery, the Nioth and Tenth
infantry, the ecadets of Lbhe military
school and the sogineer corps, have re-
solved Lo remove the anarchial and cor-
rupt government of Juarez Celsman.

The National Guard Is reorganized
